Priority 



1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(aHd), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 



2. The examiner respectfully suggests that the Applicant carefully review the 
specification for idiomatic and grammatical errors, which may have inadvertently 
overlooked. 



At the outset, the examiner notes that claims are to be given their broadest 
reasonable interpretation during prosecution. In re Zletz . 893 F.2d 319, 321, 13 
USPQ2d 1320, 1322 (Fed. Cir. 1989); In re Prater . 415 F.2d 1393, 1404, 162 USPQ 
541, 550 (CCPA 1969); In re Yamamoto . 740 F.2d 1569, 222 USPQ 934 (Fed. Cir. 
1984); Burlington Indus. V. Quiao . 822 F.2d 1581, 3 USPQ2d 1436 (Fed. Cir. 1987); h 
re Morris . 43 USPQ2d 1753, 1756 (Fed. Cir. 1997). In responding to this Office action, 
applicants are reminded of the requirements of 37 CFR §§1.111 and 1.119 that 
applicants specifically point out the specific distinctions believed to render the claims 
patentable over the references in presenting responsive arguments. See M.P.E.P. §

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



3, The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international applicatbn filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an applicatfon filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1 - 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
the reference of Chang (US 6504343 B1). 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 .131 . 
The claimed invention of claims 1 - 17 is clearly shown in at least fig. 2 of the reference 
of Chang. 



5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The references cited on the included PTO-948 form disclose 
charging devices with features similar to the disclosed invention.
